A criminal code as stream lined 
as the criminals of the tw entieth 
century was urged this week by 
Attorney General Roy M cKittrick. 
Pointing out that most of Mis­ 
souri’s crim inal code was written 
into the statutes in 
1870, 
Mc­ 
K ittrick said, “The reason there 
is such a hue and cry today about 
crim inals escaping punishment is 
due to the fact that the graduates 
of our public schools and others, 
for the past fifty years, have not 
been interested or have not given 
any attention to the crim inal pro­ 
cedure laws of the state." 
“ It is as if" 
M cKittrick 
said, 
¡“Missouri’s prosecuting 
attorneys 
w ere equipped with 
scooters 
to 
chase crim inals escaping in high 
powered automobiles." 
The attorney general said one 
of the most im portant changes to 
be made in the crim inal statutes 
would be a law 
compelling
